Ladies' boots manu- 
factured 4 322,500; ladies' t hoes 35(1.000: Misses' 
and children's boots 940,500; all others 37,000;

$4,777,290. Nino firms manufacture each from 
100,000 to 300.000 pairs of boots and shoes, valued 
from $80,000 to $250,000. Four firms of child- 
ren s shoes, from 100,000 to 225,000, numbering 
555.000, all of the value of $311,000.

on board, was fallen in with outside of Charleston 
Bar last night, Thursday. Governor Pi. kens 
was promptly notified of the fact, and he procted- 
id at once with the necessary precautionary meas- 
ures. Tho Mercury of Friday alludes to the mat- 
ter as follows: 

Tho special despatches of tho Mercury, an- 
nouncing that a stealthv reinforcement of Fort 
Sumter had been Determined on, and that Federal 
troop., in boats, might be expected at any mo- 
ment that circumstances shoul I happen lo favor 
their attempt to reach the Fort, were confirmed 
alxiut nine o'clock last night, by telegrams re- 
eived by the Governor. Shorilv afterward, de- 
patches came up from Fort Moultrie, stating that 
the Lieutenant in charge of the harbor watch had 
reported that he was inform, d by a pilot that the 
teamer Daniel Webster had lieen seen by him off 
Cape Komain at noon. Notice was immediately 
given to the ditfer.nt posts. Gen. Dunnivant 
aid dpt. Hamilton proceeded immediately to 
F 'rt Moultrie. Major Stevens repaired to the 
Morris I-lard batteries. Fverything was g t in 
readiness for tbe expected visitors. 

Up to the hour when wo go to press (half past 
four o'clock) there has been nothing seen either of 
the Daniel Webster or her boars. 

We were verv sure that the gallant troops on 
Morris and Sullivan's Dland* will keep a bright 
lookout for but h. 



The F.KFEt t op Sei emsion it-ox the Business 
f a Great City. — It is feared that one of the 
results of permanent secession will be to greatly 
damage the bti.-iness interests of Memphis, tho 
basis of the trade of which city is cotton. In the 
Montgomery Congress recently the Hon. T. K. 
R. Cobb offered a resolution, instructing tho Fi- 
nance Committee to iwiuire into the expediency 
of levying a tax or duly on raw cot'.on exported 
in any other *>»ay than through tho seaports of 
tho States of tBis Confederacy. 

Mr. Cobb raid in substance that it might be 
de-ir»ble to cnipel the North to choose Itetween 
ths question of recognizing our independence, or 
convulsions at homo that would have a powerful 
effect. Mr. C. explained that large (juintitioa of 
fotton were being conveyed North vij. Pittsburg. 
Wilmington, and by various railroads, &c. He 
explained that it wusqiite probable that a block- 
de of Southern poris would sot prevent the sale 
of cotton, bat it would seek other outlets tbm 
through Southern seaports, which would o much 
injured thereby. It was q iostionablo whether 
we should contribute tn building up tho trade of 
seaports out of this Confederacy, thus injuring 
our trade. 

The resolution was adepted.

Sci'PKKHsinx ok Fobtise-Tki.i.iso. — A bill 
fur the suppression of fortune telling has just 
pissed the Pennsylvania Houso of Kepresenta- 

tivef: 

It provide* that any person who shall pretend 
for gain or lucre, to predict future events bv cards, 
tokens, the ir.sp clionof the head or hand* of any 
person.*, or by any one's age, or by cousuliing the 
movements of the heavenly bodies; or who shall 
pretend, for gain or lucre, to effect any purnose 
by spell?, charms, necromancy or incantation, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by 
any Court of Quarter Sessions in this Common- 
wealch, with line and imprisonment. Tbe first 
offence shall be punished with not more than two 
years' imprisonment, nor less than fifteen days, 
and a fine of not more than *100 nor less Irian 
jilt; the second offence, with any term of impris 
oument and fine exceeding the above that the 
court may deem proper. That any person or per 
sons who' shall m*Hm the taking or administering 
of what are commonly called love powders or po- 
tions, or who shall prepare the same to be taken 
or administered, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be punished us above provided.

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March.— We pity the man who could 
breathe all day yesterday the breath of so sun- 
full an atmosphere and not rejoice with a full 
tide of Sprinc-bcing ihroujrh heart and brain 
TtM death of February was the birth ot Spring 
And t )-day is the first of March. According 
to the division of the months into four seasons. 
Spring takes the world by Mniles to-dny. Au- 
tumn takes the world by storm, Winter by 
frost; Spring in tho name of thedivine Beau- 
ty takes the world by smiles, and Summer by 
llowcrs. 

March is the blue. bird's month. The blue- 
bird, as our poet Ifasdtck has apostrophized 
that prophet from lands unknown: 

"Oentle hardliner of Soring, 

Bird of the heav-'nV hue, 
BwmIiu en its *iry . r iue 

Huniuiel's eolte-at bine.'* 



All honor to the prophet blue-bird; all honor 
"in his own country," which is ours. He 
sings tts into days of budding warmth and 
oJorotts ciluis. While Spring comes strewing 
with lavish hand her violets and her daisies, he 
I Inters before her and is a Hying violet — an 
embodied thought of Spring— a tlower with 
■oul and song. Room, then, for the prophet- 
roam for him in our hearts — for ho has the 
March, heaven for his home and only wants 
our hearts for his song. If any man, woman, 

0 • neuter gender has not room for a blue-bird 
and song in his or her bosom, then the immor- 
tal childhood that lives behind wi inkles and 
b'indness and life's age of cares is dead, and 
sue i a one may say — 

"Now yyiiaf returns, but not to me returns." 
Ah— we forget: there are none of these. There 
M .1 fawl year's nest, forever new and forever 
newly taken, fur the blue-bird. And Spring 
thu come back, if not in Spring Fever and dc- 
licKNU dream joy, then in regretful longings 
and black mournful disks of blinded, vanished 
suns that rose for "worlds not realized," and 
in r-'inorse's flower-breath daggers of poison. 

Nature, in her seasons, lays her arms around 
her children ami then takes them away. In 
Spring the prodigal comes home to her and she 
met ts him with mother-love, at home in her 
heart; the doorway is garlanded and her wel- 
come is loving and tender and sweet: in win- 
ter he lives far off on the husks ot the world — 
away from the maternal influence — and, we 
fmr, is but a wicked young fellow. We have 
a belief that Spring takes us all back into a 
lost freshness — the bird-songs alone would do 
this. We have heard of a pirate (a word 
which has for its synonymn a secessionist from 
heavenly ordinances to new-fangled ones of a 
lower atmosphere) who was thrown in solitude 
under the influence of the Z.'naida dove very 
often, and the melancholy sweetness of this 
bird's notes always suggested to him a lost 
sweetness of life so subtly and so powerfully, 
that his heart became changed and he came 
back into the company of those who "choose 
the better patt." The infinite tenderness of 
Spring — her breath and her music — have this 
same cll'ect and — therefore this is a political 
article! We arc for the coercion of Spring's 
administration, and we trust it will operate 
North and South. 

There is a lion and a lamb connected with our 
subject in proverbial circles; March, it seems, 
comes in sometimes like a lion and goes out 
like a If mh, and sometimes he comes in like a 
lamb and goes out lion-wise (that is wise as a 
lion, if you choose ) Now, we would rather 
these weather-bred members of the animal 
kingdom would make a compromise with 
proverbial wisdom (weather-wisdom ) and come 
in company, and pair-off finally, and that the 
lion and the lamb will lie down together and 
make their domestic circle increase, and their 
home Washington City. 

rKTThc New York Times though not un- 
alterably opposed to a National Convention 
doesn't look upon the demand for one with 
great favor. The Times says: 

We doubt the ability of the present generation 
lo frame a better Constitution in any respect than 
the one Irequeathed to us bv our fathers. It lacks 
tbalcalm wisdom, that supreme patriotism, that 
profound self sacrilieing devotion to the general 
gnor! which they had derived from the long War 
of Independence, and which governed mid guided 
all their actions. And sectional jealousies anr 1 
eliitrusts exist now in tremendous force, which 
if they hod existed then, would have made th 
Union impossible. 

This is the sum and substance of what our 
New York contemporary has to say against 
National Convention. The objection does not 
seem to us to be distinguished by much pene 
tration. Such as the objection is, it lies equal 
ly against both the appointed modes of amend 
ing the Constitution; in other words, the ob 
jeclion, with whatever of weight it possesses 
lies against the amending of (he Constitution 
at all. Let us see how much weight the ol 
jeetion possesses. 

The Times expresses a doubt of "the ability 
of tho present generation to frame a better 
Constitution in any respect than the one be- 
queathed to us by our fathers," because "it 
lacks that calm wisdom, that supreme patriot 
ism, that profound, self-sacrificing devotion to 
the general good, which they had derived from 
the long War of Independence, and which 
governed and guided all their actions." Thii 
is the objection. The doubt of our content 
porary is of course fatal if the reason for t 
doubt is conclusive. Is the reason for the doubt 
conclusive? We think not. For the sake o 
the argument, if not for the sake of the truth 
we at once grant, so far as the points mention 
ed by the Times are concerned, the superiority 
of "onr fathers" to "the present generation. 
We cheei fully admit that "the present gener 
alion" is deplorably lacking in all these par 
ticulars. lt.it does this admission settle the 
question? Wisdom and disinterestedness and 
public spirit ore assuredly very important qual 

1 ficotions for the framing of a good government 
Amongst men of the same generation these 
qualifications arc or should be decisive. But 
are they or should they be decisive 
as between the men of a past generation and 
men of tho present? Do the revelations of 
time and the lessons of experience go for 
nothing in the account? Is a positive and 
thorough knowledge of the present stilus of 
a people of little or no value in shaping insfi 
tutions for that people? On the contrary, is 
not such a knowledge of the very first and 
highest value to the lawgiver? Cnn there lie 
any certainty or any high assurance of wis 
dom in legislation without such a knowledge? 
Unquestionably not. The point is too clear for 
elucidation. Flato and Bacon, we venture to 
assume, were somewhat wiser men than Jet', 
fcrson and Madison; but Jefferson and Madi- 
son showed themselves considerably better 
qualified than cither Piano or Bacon to legis 
late for Atlantis. In like manner, Jefferson 
and Madison, we may admit, were wiser men 
than Crittenden and Guthrie; but who shall say 
that Crittenden and Guthrie are not in some 
capital respects better qualified to legislate for 
the United States to-day than either Jefferson 
or Madison was two or three generations ago? 
It appears to us that the point defies rational 
dispute. 

This, however, unanswerable though it is, 
does not exhaust the reply to the objection of 
the Times; for, granting even that "our fath- 
ers" were in all respects better qualified to leg- 
islate for tho "present generation" than 
"the present generation" is to legislate 
for itself, still, notwithstanding this ex- 
treme and inadmissible concession, tho objec- 
tion fails, inasmuch as "our fathers" not only 
saw clearly that the Constitution as they 
framed it was very far from perfection, but, 
acknowledging frankly what they clearly saw 
u-ged the adoption of the Constitution by the 
people on the avowed ground among others 
that it would be easier to amend the Consti- 
tution if established than it would be to estab- 
lish a more perfect one at the outset, com- 
mending their work expressly to the improving 
hands of tho men of later generations, under 
t'le infallible direction of time and experience. 
In other words, "our fathers" themselves, wi. 
Her than the Times conceives, imposed on 
••the present generation" the very task from 
which our contemporary would have "the pres- 
ent generation" shrink in deference to the 
"wisdom" of those glorious sages of the Re- 
public. On this point we beg to lay before onr 
reuders the subjoined quotations from the con- 
cluding number of the Federalist. Tho num- 
ber is from the pen of Alexander Hamilton: 

Concessions on the part of the friends of the 
plan, that it has not a claim to absolute perfec- 
tion, have afforded matter of no small triumph 
to its enem es. Why, »av thsy, should we adopt? 
an imperfect theory? Why not amend it, and 
make it perfect before it is irrevocably establish- 
ed? This may be plausible, but it is plausible 
only. In the first place, I remark that the ex- 
tent of those concessions has been greatly exag- 
gerated

I answer in the next place, that I should esteem 



it tho extreme of imprudence to prolong the pre- 
carious state of our national atfjirs, aud to ex- 
pose the Union to the Jeopardy of successive ex- 
periments, in thu chimerical pursuit of a perfect 
plan. I never expect fo see a perfect work from 
i nperfect man. The result of the deliberations 
of all collective laxbes must necessarily be a com- 
pound as well of the errors and prejudices as of 
the good sense and wisdom of the Individuals of 
whom they are composed Ttie compacts which 
are to embrace thirteen distinct States, in a com- 
mon bond of amity and union, must as necessarily 
lie a compromise of as many dissimilar interests 
and inclinations. How can perfection spring from 

such materials?

It ppears to tfie susceptible of complete dem- 
onstration that it will I e far more easy to obtain 
subsequent than previous amendments to the 

Constitution. 

*«*•** 

The zeal for attempts to amend, prior to the 
establishment < f the Onstitution, must abate in 
every man, who is ready to accede to the truth of 
the "following observations of a writer equally 
solid ami ingenious: "To balance a large state or 
society, whether monarchical or republican, on 
general laws, is a work of so great difficulty, that 
human genius, however comprehensive, is 
able, by the mere dint of reason and retlociion, 
to effect it. The judgments of many must unite 
in the work; K.xr-KKiKXi E must guide their labor: 
timk must tiring it to perfection: and the kkki.- 
nra of inconveniences must correct the mistakes 
which they imri'ahly fall into, in their first 
trials and experiments."* These judicious re- 
flections contain a lesson of moderation to all 
the sincere lovers of the l'nion, and ought to 
put them upm their guard against hazard- 
ing anarchy, civil war, a perpetual alienation 
of the States from each other, and perhapt 
the military despotism of a victorious demagogue, 
in the pursuit of what they ire not likely to ob- 
tain, but from timk and f.xi'Kkikm k. It may 
be in me a defect of political fortitude, but I 
acknowledge that I cannot entertain an equal 
-tranquilitv with those who affect to treat thedan- 
gers of a longer continuance In our prasent situa- 
tion as imaginary. A nation, without a national 
BOVEMMBHT, is an awful spectacle. The estab- 
lishment of a Constitution, in time of profound 
psace. is a PMHMQT, to the completion of which 
I look forward with trembling anxiety. In so 
arduous an enterprise, I can reconcile it to no 
rules of prudence to let go the hold we now have 
upon seven out of the thirteen States ; and after 
having passed over so considerable a part of the 
ground to recommence the course. I dread the 
more the consequences of new attempts, because I 
know that roWKKKt'i. MUIVIDOAM, in this and 
in other States, are enemies to a general MltflWl 
government in every possible shape.

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We give the quotations above as we find 
them in the Federalist. The marks of em- 
phasis arc Hamilton's. We need not say that 
the argument was successful. The people of 
the generation thus addressed adopted the 
Constitutioi ; and, subsequently, as suggested 
by its champions, amended it in certain par- 
ticulars, leaving the generations which should 
follow,cnlightcncdby''TiYiu"and guided by "kx- 
i'kkiknce," to "correct the mistakes" that the 
framcrs of the instrument "incvitatili/" fell into 
"in their first trials and experiments," and that 
"the keklino of inconveniences" did not point 
out effectually to the statesmen of the revolu 
tionary age. This high task "the present gen 
eration" is now called upon to perform as the 
price not merely of removing "inconvc 
niences" which "time" has dcvclojied and 
"r.xrKKiENc E" resolved, but of preserving the 
very existence of the government itself. It is 
to this solemn call, resounding from one end 
of the Union to the other, and filling the land 
with a piercing and appalling din, that the 
Times gravely opposes a doubt .of "the ability 
of the present generation to frame a better 
Constitution in any respect than the one be 
queathed to us by our fathers." Surely our 
Metropolitan contemporary is behind the 
times, — behind not only the times in which 
we live but the times of "our fathers." 

We rejoice to perceive from the despatches 
published in the Journal of ihis morning that the 
friends of our contemporary at Washington 
are by no means equally in the rear. It is 
well for the fate of the country that they arc 
not.

tS~ Judge Bramlcttc delivered recently a 
very able spoech at Danville. We find in the 
Danville Tribune the following sketch of a 
portion of the sjiccch: 

It is a fundamental maxim with the freemen 
of America that "all governmental power is in- 
herent in the people;" and "in a free government 
ill just pauvrit are derivul from the consent of 
the governed." The right of self-government is 
nherent id man; it is a God-given right to every 
man. It exists in equal measure in each free- 
man. As a necessary consequence, no man, or 
number of men, have the right to govern or con- 
trol another freeman, except to the extent, and 
in the mode prescribed in the Constitution. A 
State has no inherent sovereignty. It is but the 
organized sovereignty of the people. The people 
inly are sovereign. Their joint or State sover- 
eignty is but a Constitutional or agreed union of 
their individual sovereignty, for mutual benefit, 
and can be exerted only pursuant to compact, and 
to the extent agree i. "btate Sovereignty '' is but 
the name given to that united Sovereignty which 
he people, within a limited boundary, have tor 
mutual giaal agreed to exercise over each other, 
to the extent and in the mode agreed. The Fed- 
eral sovereignty is that supreme sovereignty 
which the people of all the States have agreed 
o exercise over each other to the extent of the 
grants made by i ha individual sovereign to the 
united sovereignty, for national purposes, over all 
the people of all the States. With theso elemen- 
tary and fundamental principles of free govern- 
ment clearly in view we are in no danger of be- 
ng lost in the labyrinth of disunion follies, into 
which this upius futnus — or fools-fir,. — of "States 
sovereignty" leads its votaries. 

The people beiug sovereign, and government but 
representing or expressing that sovereignty as 
ho agency through which the people act upon 
eachothor, by previous consent given, and only 
n the manner and to the extent a^roed; it fol- 
ows that powers not authorized cannot be exer- 
cised. And the attempt to govern or control 
without authority is violative of constitutional 
government, subver ivo of liberty, and tends to 
despotism. When the people in a convention, or any 
other unauthorized mode, assunio to exercise 
powers never granted to them, their action is rev 
olutionary and destructive of the rights of those 
who never assented to their action. Constitutions 
are to pro ect minorities; majorities can protect 
themselves. When our State and Federal Constitu 
tio s were formed, the people agreed in each upon 
the mode by which amendments should be made. 
Kvory in in in tho Mate has a right to demand an 
observance of each provision of the State Consti- 
tution; and each cbizon of the I'nited States hits 
ight to demand the olwervance of the rights 
ured by the 1'Vdural Constitution. The mode 
of amending is far from bting one of tho least 
important u f those rights. It is of the highest 
im juirt.uico, as it guards against the hasty action 
of a dominant majority. An attempt to alter 
either State or Federal t Constitution, in a diffiront 
manner from the mode prescribed therein, is 
revolutionary. Those v, lie assume to do 
are usurpers of those powors that pertain to 
the people in t heir separate not joint sovereignty 
and such action is in violation of the rights of ali 
who did not consent to such acts — is an oppression 
of the minority by a majority — a despotism as 
hurtful and m<>re dangerous to the rignts of free- 
men than any other form. It has the semblance 
of a people's KOVfcrnmont, when in fact it is but 
the des|>otism of the many. It should bo promptly 
mot by all lovers of constitutional liberty, aud 
crushed before it gathers the fearful strength of 
despotic numbers. Tested by these plain princi- 
ples of free government, the "Convention plan 
of the secessionists becomes a revolutionary tri- 
bunal — the most dangerous, because plausible and 
doccutive, that can be presented. When a free 
people once cut louse from constitutional moor 
lugs, they drift on fearful breakers, where their 
litierties arc ultimately wrecked. i*t this at'empt 
to seduce our noble State into the first step of 
this revolirionary dance be promptly met and 
firmly rebuked. "Neither t tie State nor F'eder il 
Constitution vest authority in a Legislature to 
call a convention to determine the State relations 
to the F'ederal Government, or to "determine her 
attitude in the present condkion of affairs." Th 
relations and "attitude" of Kentucky to the Gen 
eral Government "in the present condition of 
affairs " were determined in 1792, when she I 
came one of the "Ualtpd S ates." A part 
of her "relations" to that Government 
is the duty to observe and main- 
tain the Federal Constitution as it is, until alter- 
ed or amended, or annulhd by competent author- 
ity. F>ery Kentuckian has a right to demand 
its maintenance, and is laiund to give his aid to 
that end. So far from authorizing such a con- 
vention as has been proposed, the State and Fed- 
eral Constitutions prescribed a different mode, and 
thereby proscrioe the mode suggested by those 
who dosire our noble State to plunge into "revolu- 
tion. A convention so called would las wholly 
unauthorized, would be destitute of just |a>wers; 
and any attempt to bind the people by its action, 
would be a palpable usurpation of powers, and 
revolutionary, and none but traitors would sub- 
mit to it. F.very Kentuckian has a right to all 
the benefits, securities, pledges, and guarantees 
given in the State aud Federal Constitutions. Ho 
has a right to the protection which the Federal 
power gives him in person and property, at home 
and abroad, to the grand Nationality of the Fed- 
eral Government, which commands for him a re- 
spectful regard to his rights in all countries; to 
the "blessings of lioorty" w hich it secures to him 
and his "|K>sterity." No man, no number of men 
have the right to deprive me of these, save it be 
done in a constitutional way. Whenever a 
convention of the "people" of the I'nited 
States," called according to the provisions 
of the Federal Constitution, shall alter, 
change, or abolish our pr sont Constitution, 
and such action is ratified as provided 
for — then I will "submit. When those who 
created, shall in the constitutional way resume 
their original powers, and unmalt, 1 will bow to 
the authority thus expressed. lint I will nner 
submit to a Convention, called not only without 
authority, but in cootfict with the constitutional 
mode. The county court of Franklin or any other 
county, has just the same power and authority to 
call such a Convention as has the Legislature. 
A Convention called by either is without consti- 
tutional sanction, and the acts of such Convention 
would be binding on no one. Should such Con- 
vention be 0 ailed, and should it assume to usurp 
the powers usurped by the seceding States, and 
undertake to vacate and annul my "inherent" 
rights in the Federal Government by passing a 
Secession Ordiuanco, 1 will in such case resist the 
tyrannical MSBDipUoa of power with every means 
of battle. I will rally around me those who love 
liberty as secured by" that grand old constitution 
made by our fathers, and who hate tyrants, 
despots, and usurpers, and. with an appeal to God 
to protect the right, will "strike till the last 
armesl foe expires," or until the last son of free- 
dom shall enrich the soil of his native Kentucky 
with the rich treasure of his life's blood. 

The attempt by separate State Conventions to 
annul their constitutional obligations to all the 
people of all the States is tho most faithless and 
ridiculous conduct ever madness and folly 
attempted to pass off upon an intelligent people. 
The Constitution of the United States was not 
made by a State nor by the "people of a State;" 
but wak "ordained and e-itablisbed." by the "peo- 
ple of fne I'nited States. No power but that of 
the "people of the United States," assembled in 
Convention pursuant to the Constitution, can un- 
make it. It is as absurd to assume that a State 
of its own motion may absolve itself or its citi- 
zens from their constitutional obligations as it 
would be to assert that an individual may do so. 
Numbers muke no change in the right. All the 
people of a State consenting cannot abolish a 
single line of the. Constitution, nor release them- 
selves in that way from the duties they owe to 
the 1'nion. A State could as easily abolish tho 
powers of the British or French governments as 
that of the I'nited States. And while South 
Carolina had her hand in, it is a pity she did not 
aliolish all the governments of the earth and pro 
claim herself mistress of the world, and of the 
moon so som as it should be "reannexed." It 
would have saved us to much trouble and uneasi- 
ness to have had tho whole question authoritative- 
ly settled at once! The frog attempted to swell 
himself to the size of the ox, but before attaining 
the requisite dimension bursted. What a valu- 
able lesson therein to South Carolina, Florida, 
& Co. But to return to the question. There 
being no pOWST in the Legislature to call the pro 
posed Convention, of course It cou'd if called have 
no governmental powers. And wore it to assunio 
such powers, the act would be revolutionary and 
should be resisted. If you assert claim to the 
lands I inherited, and will appeal in the legal 
f rm to the proper tribunal, should you recover, 
then, I will submit, because such is our govern 
mental compact. But if you come and with a 
stroug hand attempt forcibly to ei»ci me, not only 
without law, tiut in violation of law, I will resist 
you to the death. 

In liko manner, if the Constitution of the State 
or the L'uited S ates lie altered or changed in the 
mode prescribed by that Constitution, 1 will sub- 
mit. But as tho political rights which I inherited 
in the 1'nion under tho Federal Constitution are 
of higher worth and more inestimable value 
than lands and foods, so will I, with a stronger 
faith and more determined will, resist all at 
tempts to rob MM of them, whon made not only 
without Coiistitional sanction, but in deflates 
thereof. 

The disunionist is wonderfully clamorous for 
"our riuhts." He generally professes to be for 
the L'nion, provided all "our rights" are preserved, 
But if "our rights" "are pcrsistingly denied, 
then he is for going out of the Union. " When you 
ask him what "rights" it is he demands, tho Bios t 
that any and all pretend to set up, are "our equal 
rights in Iho territories," the enforcement of the 
fugitive slave law, and the repeal of the personal 
liberty bills. Ask him if he does not know that 
the Constitutio i of the United States secures to 
us "equal rights in the territories," and that the 
Supreme Court hjs settled it that neither the 
Congress of the United States nor a Territorial 
Legislature can impeach those right) by any en 
actment whatever, and he will at once" say," cer 
tainly that is all to. If then "cur equal 'rights 
in the territories" are secured by an unimpeach 
able constitutional and judicial sanction, what 
more can any just man ark? Every Southern 
Senator, but three, declared last winter in the 
United States Senate that "our rights in the ter- 
ritories'' ne<d«l no flirt her protect ion. Then why 
add the sh una of hypoeris T to ti e c iiniaal at 
tempt to subytrt our glorious government, and 
strike down our liberties? Paralj zed be the 
tongue and the arm that labors to procure sncb 
ruin. The/ugitive slave law has been and no doubt 
will be enforced much bettor than the horsesteal- 
ing law, or tho law against murder and other 
crimes. 

As to the personal liberty bills, they are but a 
pretence of injury set up by the secessionists. 
For every body knows they are wholly inopera- 
tive, void, aud remain a dead letter upon the 
books of the States having them. Such laws 
harm us not, and are only a disgrace to the States 
that enacted them. But to the madman who 
proposes disunion as a remedy — I would propose 
these questions: 

1. Would the secession of any State from the 
Union secure any "lights " in the territories? 

2. Will not f ccassion be a surrender of "all our 
rights in the territories," as well as all other 
rights? 

■ I. Will secession enforco the fugitive slave 
law? 

tL Will secession repeal the personal liberty 

5. Will not secession repeal the fugitive slave 
law as to the seceding States, and make the per- 
sonal liberty bills as to such States valid? 

All this twaddle aliout "our rights" and "de- 
fending our rights, " is gotten up bv the "precipi- 
tators" to hurry our people in madness on to ruin 
It is too barefaced a device to deceive any one 
Secession will not secure "our euuil rights in the 
Territories;" will not enforce toe fugitive slave 
law, nor repeal the personal liberty bills. It is a

as well as the surrender of every other right dear 
to freemen, and a sacrifice of those sacred memo- 
ries that 'ink us fo} ur country. 

But the remed\ ? We should take linn and de- 
cided ground for the Union; that, while we depre- 
cate force amongst brethren, yet if no other moans 
can save the paternal mansion from the incendiary 
fury of some of the family, the torch must be 
forced from the destroyer's hand, snd suitable 
restraints be imposed to prevent the attempted 
uin. 

All should deprecate a resort to force as a great 
evil, and only to be resorted to to prevent a 
greater evil — the destruction of our government 
nd the consequent overthrow of our liberties; 
and tho loyal heart that beats in unison with pa- 
triotic sentiment, will demand his unbroken her- 
itage of the Union, and will have it "peaceably 
if he can, but forcibly if he must." 
When Burlingame said " Let the Union slide," 
curse upon the sentiment went forth from every 
loyal heart. Are the Cnioti gliders of the present 
ay any better than Burlingame? Let them be 
anathema! 

The secessionists insist that all our sympathies 
should he with the Southern defenders of "our 
ights!" What "rights" of "ours" are the dis- 
unionists defending? Are thev defending "our 
equal rights la the Territories, by abandoning us 
t the moment when by dheringto the Union all 
was secured? Are they repealing the "personal 
liberty bills" by absconding the realm? Perhaps 
it is the fugitive slave law they are enforcine by 
"precipitating" themselves out of the Union!! I 



wish the secessionists would be more specific, and 
nform us what of "our rights" these seceders ate 
so defending? What "right " will they secure to 
us if they succeed in dragging us on w ith them? 
s it the right to be taxed beyond endurance; to 
see commerce destroyed; the arm of industry 
paralyzed; peace and security driven from our 
•orders; to see our hearth stones upheaved and 
our helpless ones sent forth to a common ruin and 
leirirarv; to behold gaunt famine and war with 
his blood-shot eyes and gory locks, rioting where 
jieaceand plenty now reign? Are these the rights 
I "or which they are battling? Are these the tien- 
etits which their success will confer upon Ken- 
tucky? I havo regarded my right to the Union, 
ith all its countless blessings, as a birth- 
right, and have thought that he who attempt- 
ed to destroy that Union made war 
upon my dearest rights. My "sympathies" are 
with the down-trodden and oppressed minority of 
voters in the disunion States, who, being opposed 
to disunion, are yet borne down and oppressed by 
a dominant and "unfeeling majority, who trample 
under desperate feet the constitutional and inhe- 
rent rights of the minority, and force upon the 
minority, without their consent, a government 
'ncapable of protecting, and having the ability 
only of oppressing. I sympathize with my down- 
trodden and oppressed brethren of the South, 
hose rights are disregarded by tho mad and un- 
controlled majority. I feal for those who inher- 
ted the limitless protection and countless blessings 
of the U nion, but who by desperate numbers have 
een deprived of their heritage. My sympathies 
are for the rohlied — not for the robber; for the 
oppressed — not for the oppressor. And never will 
they go forth to those who are trying to rob me 
and mine of the richest heiitagouf freedom ever 
mrchascd by paternal heroes with their blood. 
Moreover, we should never submit to the greit 
wrong which the disunionist seeks to inflict upon 
us in the destruction of the Union, but should re- 
sist him with every i>ower we may command.

-Thc following article from the Corinth 
(Miss.) Advertiser expresses a great deal and 
suggests a great deal more: 

Kecent developments point with unerring di- 
rectness Ui the greatest snuggle vet ever fought 
between the friends and enemies of the American 
Union. Virginia, the mother of States and 
Presidents, has, by an almost unanimous voice, 
declared for its preservation, and to-day, Ten- 
nessee will, we hazard the opinion, follow in her 
footsteps. Their action will control the action of 
all tho Border States, if the Peace Conference at 
Washington shall settle np-in a plan of adjust- 
ment. That that Indy will agree upon an ad- 
justment, we have every reason to believe, 
which will f.irce upon the Cotton States who have 
secetb'd the ouestion of re union. In considering 
their probable action, we must consult their pro- 
vious history upon this point. Even the conven 
tion of this State, so unanimous in its passage of 
the ordinance of secession, voted down, by 
large majoritv, a resolution against re- union. If 
the convention, under the excitement of highly- 
wrought sensation despatches, would refuse to 
pass such a resolution, it is certainly safe to as- 
sume Ihnt the fxopte, who, in manv cases, were 
induced to vote for secession candidates under an 
assurance that they were not disunionists, would, 
by a large majoritv, favor reunion. Indeed, so 
c. inscious were the disunionists of the opposition 
of the people to secession, that thev refused to 
refer the question back for their approval. 

But Mississippi — saving South Carolina and 
Florida — is the most, of all the States now out, 
committed in sentiment against reconstruction; 
therefore her citizens will the more reaJilv agree 
to re-union when Alabama and Louisiana agitate 
for the repeal of their secession ordinances. If 
for no other reason, interim!, the great prompter 
of human actions, would force them to acquiesce 
in the necossiiy and bow to the Federal authority. 
Uf one thing, at least, we believe the intelligent 
looker-on is fully convinced, viz: that civil war or 
reconstruction is unavoidable. Even the first 
levy for the new Government has so exaspera'n 
the already burdened tax payers as to only re- 
quire a leader to induce them to resist the codec 
tion of the tax. That a leader, ere long, will lie 
found, there can be no doubt, unless a turn 
public affairs should take place: for many, now 
quiet under the belief that the hui dells of an in 
dependent Government will be obviated by recon- 
struction, will liecomo insubordinate when hopeii 
lost for reconstruction and the Border States re 
fuse to enter the Southern alliance. 

In a dispassionate review of the whole field, the 
mind is forced to theconviction that the question 
in the seceded States, will be reunion or separate 
existence. That it will be intemperately discussed 
is as sure as that the question is the most excii- 
ing one that could lie presented to the voter, n 
can it be disguised that the minority party will be 
restive under defeat. If the Border States refuse 
to secede, as we think they will, and the Cotton 
States refuse to go back into the L'nion, a strong 
prejudice will at once be engendered between 
these sections, laying the nx at the root of the 
tree of Southern progress, for none who know 
human nature can doubt tint retaliatory legis!, 
tinn will be adopted by the Cotton States to force 
them out of the L'nion, which will merely exu 
perate them in return to a like policy. Crimina 
tion and recrimination will be the order of th 
counter legislation, paving the way to the sure 
destruction of both. 

If the Border States had been consulted, and 
had consented to a dissolution of the l'nion, thi 
numbers and power of the new Governmen 
would have given confidence, and insured tl: 
obedience of the citizens; but to-day, by onr pre 
cipitate action, we have lost the confidence of th' 
other States, as well as our own citizens, manv 
of whom consider fhe whole proceedings Ue|M 
and revolutionary, and look with pleasure at th 
probable enforcement of the laws of that Govern 
ment to which they claim to owe supreme alle 
giance. That this is now a question in Noril 
Mississippi we think there is no doubt, and 
must (;row into solid proportions before the regu 
lar State election, this fall, is as clear. 

No longer ago th in last Saturday w e saw a let 
ter from the central pirt of the State, complain 
ing of tho State's action, and a king for materia 
aid from friends, stating that our financial tnu 
bios, coupled with the failure of coops, woul 
force many of our best citizens to seek protection 
in the non-seceding States against what is con 
sidered onerous taxation. 

Arkansas and Tennessee are now looked to by 
those who abhor civil commotion, as a retreat in 
the last resort: while many are forced as per no 
cessity, to stay and light through the revolution 
there being no sale of lands 01 other property a 
half tho original prices. These considerations, 
the most potent, will surely bring a crisis this 
summer lo be decided at the ballot-box or in 
blood. Mark the prediction. 

CSrSoutli Carolina snails anil bite* at the 

new chain which tics her to the Southern Con 

federacy. The following letter to the Charles 

ton Mercury from its Montgomery correspon 

dent develops the universal and increasing Jis 

content which prevails: 

Mo.VTtioMKitv, Feb. II. 
Upon one point there appears to be a fixed do 
termination aud straightforward action. Hecon 
struct ion is dead. A Southern Confederation i 
established, and a Southern Confederacy is a fixe 
tiling. But what sort of a Confederacy? Bet 
the Convention is at sea, an i vague dreads of th 
future, and terrors of the people, and in some do- 
gree a want of statesmanship, paralyze all useful 
and essential reform, and weaken men into inac 
tion. 

Let the people prepare their mindi for a fail 
ure in tho future Permanent Southern Constitu 
tion. For South Caredina i about to be 
died with almost every grievance except Alioli 
tion, for which she has long struggled, and just 
withdrawn from the late United States Govert, 
merit. Surely McDuflie lived in vain, and Cal- 
houn taught for nought, if wo are again to be 
plundered, and our commerce crippled, destroy 
by tariffs — even discriminating tariffs. Vet fhi 
is the almost inevitable prospect. The fruit o 
the labors of thirty odd long years, in strife tni 
bitterness, is alsiut to slip through our fingers. 

But is this all we are about to be called on 
enact and bear? It is only the beginning. The 
throc-lifths rule of representation for slaves Wi 
one of the many Yankee swindles put upon us in 
the formation of the old Constitution. It is a 
radical wrong. It most unfairly dwarfs the 
power of sonio of the States in anv Federal re 
resontation. Tho proportion of her black to tlie 
white population is very much larger than tha 
of any other slave Slate. Hv the old swindle, 
her fair proportion of representation was cut down 
upon all her slaves in proportion, as three t 
five. Thu black population being in a maj ri: 
in our State, two fifths of more than one-half i 
the people of the Stato are entirely unrepresented 
And in just the degree that the proportion of tin 
black population in South Carolina predominates 
over the proportion of the blacks to the whites in 
any other State is the swindle augmented aud 
aggravated. South Carolina is small enougl: 
without again flinging away what legitiniatepow 
er she possesses. That power is in her slaves— so 
cially, politically, economically. Tho pioposiiion 
of the three-tifihs rule calls upon her not only 
stultify herself, but to dwarf her p.iwers. 

Is this all? It is not. She is probably to be 
called upon to brand herself and her institu- 
tions. 

'1 lie old Constitution of tho Unileel States 
merely grants to the Congress the p.iwer to pro- 
hibit bv law the introeluclion of slaves from Afii- 
ca or elsewhere outside of the I'nited States. 
Terrorism here is about to make its perpetual pro- 
hibition a fundamental provision of the Constitu- 
tion itself. A stigma is thus broadly stamped 
upon the whole institution before the w'hole world, 
and sealed bv ourselves. 

It is greatly to he regretted that the debates 
upon the t onstittition will probably not be pub- 
lic. It seems to me that they will" be very im- 
portant as guides in the future, whereby we may 
be enabled to comprehend its meaning— the prop- 
er interpretation of its language.

What lias been gained 
President Davis will not be iiiiugurated unti 
Saturday e vening, tho IrJth eif February. Thi 
is the earliest period possible. Circumstances 
mav still further delay it. 

The Monday two weeks following Lincoln is to 
be iuaugurateel at Washington. What opportu 
nity is there between these two elates for Mr. Da 
vis to make preparations for attack — to make his 
demand upon Mr. Buchanan for its surrender, an 
to receive an answer before the fourth of March 
None whatever. We will have to fight, and wo 
w ill have to fight Lincoln instead of Buchanan 
And who are to do the fighting? South Caroli- 
nians, and none but Seiuth Carolinians. The fort 
will, of course, be reinforced if it is in the power 
of man to do it. Will anybody tell me how lives 
have been saved by this policy? The attitude of 
our State has been in a large measure demoraliz 
ed — I will not say disgraced — by the course pur- 
sued: the political attituele of the whede Seuithern 
Confederacy has been embarrass i and complica- 
ted; aid what is gained? Nothing, that lean 
see but tho spilling of much more valuable bleiOd 
than was at all necessary.

S^Tho advent of Spring bears with it the 
most cheering signsof pacification from Wash- 
ington city. Mr. Corwin's proposed amend 
ments to the Constitution have received the 
requisite two-thirds vote in the House of Rep. 
resentatives; th. Peace Conference has ad- 
journed, the members parting with the most 
friendly and hopeful feelings; its leading mem- 
bers feel confident that the Kranklin plan of 
adjustment will preserve the Border States in 
the Union, and Mr. Crittenden is confident 
that the Virginia Convention will acquiesce. 
For all those happy indications let us be grate- 
ful to that Divine goodness which has never 
deserted our country in its hour of darkest 
peril. 



Haii. Gkxti.k SpBUtO. — How quietly winter 
has gone out and deliciously the first of March 
ushers in the vernal season. We have never 
known more delightful weather, and the same 
genial influences have been felt all over the States. 
The New York Commercial says the signs of up 
proaching Spring are abroad. You cut your vines 
and they bleed, for Spring has touched their roots 
and sent the limped sip coursing through ths 
branches. You trim your fruit trees, and from 
every wound exudes the life-ditTusing fluid. Here 
and there, in ihe long-time withered and brown 
lawn, a tuft "f groen appears, pale, and delicate, 
and circumscribed, but of the indubitable emerald 
of Spring, nevertheless. You strike your spade 
into the earth, for it is no longer hard as Hint or 
granite; you turn over the sod— it crumbles and 
gives nut that peculiar aroma known only in the 
first days of the vernal season, and so welcome 
always to the husbandman and the gardener. 
The blossom-buds of the cherry trees are swollen, 
and through the covering of the rich brown var- 
nish the pale yellow of the blossom appears. The 
mid-day sun has,a|Spring warmth that makes cre- 
ation glad; and surer sign than nil, the beauti- 
ful bluebirds have come back to us, and for a week 
past have been reconnoitering their old tenement 
in anticipation of repossession. 

O, of course, there will bi cold weather yet, and 
probably frost and snow. We have not denied 
that, and do not intend to deny it. Rut we af- 
firm, nevertheless, that spring is abroad; that she 
has been tripping over the earth and left here the 
indelible imprint of her footstep, and there the 
influence of her warm and life-giving breath. 
Winter may yet throw his white mantle over the 
print of her feet and chill the growth that her 
breath awakened. But the gentle maiden will 
triumph over the stern old tyrant, and win the 
willing earth from his deininion. And an emerald 
carpet shall be prepared for her, and a hundred 
early blossomings, and thousands of bursting buds 
and tender, opening leaflets, and a million of 
grateful hearts shall welcome her appearing.

Prom'ECTs for Pacificatiosi.— The Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Philade lphia Press 
states that the Hon. Stephen A. Douglas, 
whose energies, both of mind and body, have 
been steadily directed to sec uring such a com 
promise as will be effectual, intends to submit a 
proposition to the Senate, if the Peace Congress 
agrees upon any reasonable programme, which 
it is thought, will be satisfactory to all parties. 
He will offer a preamble to such action of the 
Peace Conference which will not commit those 
who vote for it to the recommendations of that 
b.)dy, but will refer the whole question to the 
people of the States respectively. He borrows 
this idea from the example of the first Con 
gross after the adoption of the Federal Con- 
stitution. It will be remembered that the two 
States of Virginia and New York declined, for 
some time, to ratify the Federal Constitution, 
and insisted, as a condition precedent, that cer- 
tain amendments should be affixed to that in- 
strument. Although this condition was not 
noccpted, the first Congress of the United States 
passed an ai t reciting that Virginia and N. Y. 
demanded additional amendments, and referred 
the matter for decision to the States, who adopt- 
ed the amendments required by the two States 
referred to, and thus closed the very threaten- 
ing difficulty. Mr. Donglas will recite in his 
preamble to the propositions of the Peace Con- 
gress, that whereas, Virginia having suggested 
certain amendments to the Federal Constitution 
which, in her opinion, were essential to the 
Union; and having invited her sister States 
to send commissioners, for the purpose of taking 
her recommendations into consideration, to 
which invitation twenty States have respond- 
ed, and all combined having prepared a plan 
of settlement, which, in their opinion, would 
promote the well being of the country; therefore, 
be it ordained and enacted by the two Houses 
in Congress assembled, that the whole subjec t 
be referred to the people of the States. While 
thiscoursewill save the recordsand the political 
honor of some of the oxtremc Republicans, 
and give time for Mr.Lincoln to deyelopc his 
policy, it will strengthen the hands of the Union 
men in all sections of the country. The corres- 
pondent of the Press is hopeful enough to think 
that if this suggestion is adopted, we shall have 
peace in thirty days, and that the programme 
of the conference called by Virginia, will lie 
heartily approved by the people of the several 
States. In the meantime, the Republicans 
arc averse to adopting any compromise until 
the new administration is organized, for they 
assert that Mr. Lincoln in his inaugural ad- 
dress "will take such grounds as will convince 
all who have denounced him in ndvancc that 
he intends to do no wrong to any portion of 
his country, and that the rights of the States 
will be as sedulously protected under his ad- 
ministration as they would have been under 
that of any of his competitors, had he been 
defeated instead of triumphant. " It is per- 
haps useless to speculate upon events which 
must be decidedly acted upon within the next 
four days, but "Occasional" has generally 
shown himself so conversant with the 
tides of current feeling at the fed- 
eral capital, without allowing his judg- 
ment to be influenced by any passing hopes 
or apprehensions, and now takes such a calm 
survey of the political field before him, that 
he certainly imbues us with much of his own 
hopeful spirit. He does not disguise the im- 
pediments in the way of a settlement of diffi- 
culties; he shows that there never was a period 
in our history when in view of the inapprecia- 
ble interests at stake, and the overwhelming 
feeling of love and reverence for the Union, 
there have been so many obstacles thrown in 
way of a fraternal compromise of existing 
troubles; he charges that the Breckinridge men 
in the Free States, instead of nobly maintain- 
ing the doctrine that no member of the con- 
federacy has the right to secede, and that all 
proper concessions should be made to the Bor- 
ler Slave States, insist that there is such a 
thing as a right of secession and deny all 
power in the Federal Government to pro- 
tect itselt' from annihilation, while on 
the other hand, the extreme Republicans act- 
ing u|K>n an exactly different line, are insist- 
ing that the Government must protect itself, 
the captured forts must be retaken, that the 
laws must be executed, and the revenues col- 
lected resolutely, and refuse to yield anything 
whatever to the Border States in advance of 
the inauguration. Despite these difficulties 
and impediments, which seem so'scrious and 
irreconcilable, the correspondent writes: "lam 
happy in the l>clief, which increases wilh even- 
hour, that whatever the Peace Conference 
may do will be sustained by the people, if their 
Representatives allow them a chanco to vote 
on it; and even if Congress should do nothing 
in the premises, but wait until Mr. Lincoln 
foreshadows his course of action, the recom- 
mendation of the Peace Conference will be 
most potential, and will be so welcomed by 
the populace as to make a profound impres- 
sion in high quarters. The truth is, unless 
this case goes to the bar of public opinion the 
Southern conspirators will have the game in 
their own hands. Conscious of this prospect, 
they are playing their cards boldly and reck- 
lessly. They take advantage of every weak- 
ness, and every division in the ranks of the 
friends of the Union. Knowing that the right 
of secession will never be yielded to them, they 
stubbornly insist upon it, and while doing so 
manage to impress conservative Southern men 
bv holding up in terronm the snp|»sed de- 
termination of the Republicans, to resort to 
coercion the moment Mr. Lincoln is inaii- 
rated. 

And again, although out of the Union by 
their own act, and declaring their determination 
never to return to it, Ihey seize upon the fact 
that they arc still counted in Congress, al- 
though the seats of many of their Senators and 
Representatives are vacant, and that no bill 
can pass for an amendment of the Constitution 
favorable to the BorderStates unless it receives 
two-thirds of both Houses — a result they be- 
lieve impossible in view of the uncompromising 
spirit of some of the Republicans, and the co- 
operation with these Republicans of all snch 
men as still hsld seats in Congress who openly 
express their sympathy for the sccedcrs."

Cot.. McCliho. — A few years ago Col. Mc- 
Clung, "the duellist,' committed suicide at 
Jackson, Mississippi. The gentleman referred 
to was Col. Alexander K. McClung, a well 
known citizen of Mississippi, who served gal- 
lantly in the Mexican war. as a volunteer under 
General Taylor. He was the lieutenant colonel 
of the Mississippi regiment. It is said that he 
was the first to scale the walls of the Black Fort 
at Monterey, and for his intrepidity in placing the 
stars and stripes on its capture walls, was marked 
ami pierced by the enemy with wounds under 
which he suffered the most agonizing pains for 
several months. During General Taylor's ad- 
ministration, he was appointed Charge d'Affaires 
to Bolivia, in South America. He was engaged 
in several duels many years ago, and was noted 
for demanding and granting the most extreme 
terras of the falsely styled "code of honor." His 
first meeting was in 1830 or 1834, with a man by 
the name of Allen. The weapons, to be fired at 
ten paces, or while advancing nearer to each oth 
er, and then the use of the bowie knife. Allen 
fell. The second meeting was five years after- 
wards, wilh young Menifee, at Vicksburg, broth- 
er of Richard H. Menifee, momber of Congress 
from Kentucky, in 1838 '39. The weapon, the 
rifle; both parties excellent shots, but Menifee 
fell at the second tire. He was also concerned 
subsequently in other duels. He was a man of 
fine talents and of much influence in Mississippi,

Commencement Exercises of the Law

rThe following is the I'ranklin proposi- 
tion as passed by the Peace Conference at 
Washington: 

Sec. 1. In all the present territory cf tbo Uni- 
ted States north of the parallel of thirtv-six de- 
grees thirty minutes norll) latitude, involuntary 
servitude, except as a puni-biiunt fur crimes, 
shall be prubibi'ci. In all the present territory 
smthof that line the status of persons held to in- 
voluntary service or lakor, as it now exisis, shall 
not be changed, nor shall any law be passed by 
Congress or the Territorial Legislature to hinder 
or prevent the taking of such persons from any of 
the Stales of this Union to said Territory, nor 
impair any rights arising from said relation, but 
the same shall be sulject to the Judicial cogni- 
zance of the Federal Courts, according to the 
course of common law. 

When any Territory, north or south of said 
line, within such lioundary as Congre-s may pre- 
scribe, shall conlain a population equal to that 
required for a member of Congress, it shall, if its 
form of government bo republican, be admittod 
into the Union on equal footing with the original 
States, wilh or without involuntary servitude, 
as the Constitution of such State may provide. 

Sec. 2. No territory shall be acquired by the 
United States except" by discovery, and for naval 
and commercial stations, dermis, and transit 
routes, without the concurrence of a majority of 
all the Senators from the Stat s which allow in- 
voluntary servitude, and a majority of all the 
Senators from the States whic h prohibit the rela- 
tion. Nor shall territory be acquired by treaty, 
unless the votes of a majority of the Senatms 
from each of the Slates, hereinliefore mentioned, 
be cast as a part of the two-thirds' majority nec- 
essary for the ratification of such treaty. 

Sec. 3. Neither the Constitution, nor any 
amendment thereof, shall lie construed to give- 
Congress the power to regulate, abolish, or con- 
trol, within any State or Territory of the United 
States, the relation established and recognized by 
the laws thereof louchiug persons held to labor or 
involuntary service therein, nor interfere with or 
abolish involuntary service in ihe District of Co- 
lumbia without the consent of Maryland, or 
without the consent of the owners, or making the 
owners who do not consent just com pen "a lion; nor 
power to interfere wilh or prohibit the Represen- 
tatives of other States from bringing wilh them 
to the District of Columbia, from retaining and 
taking away persons so held to labor or service; 
nor the power to interfere with or aliolish invol 
untarv service in places under the Executive 
jurisdiction of the United States, within those 
States and Territories where the same is estab- 
lished or recognized, nor the power to prohibit 
the removal or transportation of pe'sons held to 
lalior or involuntary service in any State or Ter- 
rtorv of the United States, to any other State ot 
Teiritorv thereof, where it is established or re- 
cognized by law, usage, and right. 

During the transportation by sea oriiverthe 
right of touching at ports, shores, landings, and 
lancing in case of distress, shall exist, but not the 
right of transit through any State territory, if 
said traffic be against laws thereof; nor shall Con- 
gress have the power to authorize any higher rate 
of taxation on persons held to labor or serj ice 
than land. The bringing into the District of 
Columbia persons held to lalxir or service for sale, 
or placing them in depots to be afterwards trans- 
ferred to other places for sale as merchandise, shall 
be prohibited. 

Sec. i. The third paragraph of the second sec- 
tion of the fourth article of the Constitution shall 
not be construed to prevent any States by appro- 
priate legislatiou, and through the action of ju- 
dicial and ministerial officers, from enforcing the 
delivery of fugitives from labor to persons to 
whom such service or lalxir is due. 

Sec. 5. The foreign slave trade is hereby forever 
prohibited, and it shall lie the duty of Congress 
io pass laws to prevent the importation of slaves. 
Coolies, and persons held to service or labor, into 
the United States and Territories, from places be- 
yond the limits thereof. 

Sec. 0. The first, third, and fifth sections, to 
gelher with this section and' these amendments, 
and the third paragraph of the tocond section of 
the first article of the Constitution, and the third 
paragraph of the second section of the fourth arti- 
cle thereof, shall not be amended or abolished 
without the consent of all the States. 

Sec. 7. Congress shall provide by law that Hie 
Uaited States shall pay the owner foB value fir 
his fugitive from lalxir in cases where the Mar- 
shal or other officers, whose duty it a as to arrest 
such fugitive, was prevented from d >ing so by 
viilence, intimidation, mobs, or riotous assem- 
blages, or when, after ane.t, such fugitive was 
rescued by like violence or intimidation, and the 
owner thereby depriv ed of the same; and Congress 
shall provide 'u law for securine to the citize is of 
each State the privileges and immunities of ihe 
citizens of the several S a es. 

The seventh section re unamends that when a 
fugitive negro is paid for he is to lie free.

Washington, Feb. 2

Thursday's Proceedings. 

Washington, Feb. 28. 
House. — Mr. Gilmer presented a petition signed 
hy the ladies of New \iirk, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, Virginia, Ohio, Rhode Island, Delaware, 
Illinois, Vermont, Indiana, New Humpshire, 
North Carolina, Wisconsin, and the District of 
Columbia, proceeded to state its contents saying 
that they pray Congress to take measures to re- 
store peace and reconcile existing difficulties, 
when Mr. Craig, of North Carolina, interrupted 
and demanded the regular order. 

Mr. Hnrr supposed the right of petition was in 
order at any time. 

Mr. Gilmer withdrew the petition for the pres- 
ent. 

The motion to reconsider tho vote by which 
Mr. Corwin's proposed amendments to the Con- 
stitution yesterdaf' failed to receive the required 
two-thirds vote, was announced as the first busi- 
ness in order. 

After speeches from Messrs. Kilgore and Stan- 
ton, the former in favor of the proposition and 
the latter against it, a reconsideration was car- 
ried— 128 to N, 
Great confusion prevailed. 
The question was then tsken as yesterday upon 
agreeing to the amendment, and it was adopted 
132 to 63. 

Tremendous applause from both the Republi- 
can and Democratic sides and the galleries. 

Washington, Feb. 27. 
The Peace Conference has adjourned sine die, 
and many Commissioners have already left for 
home. 

Washington, Feb. 27. 
Tse proposition before the Peace Conference 
was veted on by sections. The lirst was in refer- 
ence to dividing the terriUiry, and was barelv 
adopted. Indiana did not vote at all. Kansas 
and New York were divided. North Carolina, 
Virginia, and Missouri voted negatively. The 
result was X against 7, and, but for the tempora- 
ry absence of one of tho New York mnimi^i"ii- 
ors, would have been a tie vole. Kx-President 
Tyler communicated lo Congress the prop., il 
but the House has not been officially informed of 
its contents. Some comrnisMoners say if the 
conference has lieen productive of noo'hergood 
result, it has produced a most friendly feeling 
among them. 

A soldier killed a sergeant i ii Capitol Hill this 
afternoon by shooting him, the latter having had 
the former punished. 

Heads of Departments, clerks, and Judges of 
the Court of Claims paid farewell vi&lU to lluch- 
anan to-day. 

The Senate, after executive session on army 
appointments, directed thorn to he returned to tho 
President. 

Late private telegraphic advices from Texas 
say the arsenal at San Antonio has been taken 
possession of by Texm troops, a^ well as some 
military posts in Northern Texa< and cannon and 
other munitions at Brazos, Sant iago, and Iirowns- 
ville. The report is prevalent here to-day that 
Gen. Twiggs lus been shot by a soldier, but these 
advices do uot mention it. 

Partial returns from Harris, Galveston, and 
Austin counties give an overwhelming vote for 
secession. 

Washington, Feb. 27. 

The city authorities waited on the President 
this eveninirto take leave of him. A compliment- 
ary short address by the Mayor was pleasantly 
responded to bv Mr. Buchanan. 

The authorities then called on Mr. Lincoln, 
who warmly welcome 1 them. In resiionse to tho 
Mayor, Mr. L. said much of the bad feeling be- 
tween the North and South was through misun- 
derstanding, and he begged to sav on this occa- 
sion that he never had feelings other than kind- 
ness toward his fellow-citizens; he had no desire 
or intention to withhold anv of their rights, and 
expressed the hope that tliey would be, better 
pleased when thev came to know one another bet- 
ter.

All the hotels are full, and accommodations at 
other places are becoming daily more limited. 

It is believed that if John* Bell gets into Lin- 
coln's Cabinet the old Whigs in the Southern 
States will stand a good chance for preferment, 
as will also conservative Republicans in the North- 
ern Sates. 

It is generally believed that Mr. Lincoln will 
pursue a conservative policy in all his t;ppojnt- 
tnents. An important foreign mission is conceded 
to Henry Winter Davis, but probably no place in 
the Cabinet. 

A willimrness is daily manif.i^"ng itself among 
the Bell-Everett men to assist Mr. Lincoln offi- 
cially to carry on his Adminstration. Acrimoni- 
ous feelings are rapidly subsiding, even among 
office seeking Democrats. Secession! in and dis- 
unionism are plaved out, if Mr. Lincoln's inau- 
gural proves satisfactory to the mercantile and 
business classes generally. The refractory politi- 
cal demagogues of the Democratic school will 
soon be rendered powerless, and for the sake of 
peace, Maryland will faithfully support the ex- 
isting Union, with its executive head, for the com- 
ing four years. T his is the true sentiment of our 
people. 

T he arrival of strangers en route to see the in- 
auguration arc unusually limited, compared with 
those of former occasions. Many are deterred 
from going by the apprehension of a disturbance, 
which, it is believed, cannot occur. Very few 
Baltimoreans are eoing. All the railroad compa- 
nies have made efficient arrangements to prevent 
accidents. 

Prominent South Carolinians told me to-dav 
that the people there are growing markedly coof- 
er. and becoming much wearied with the existing 
national excitement. Many complain bitterly of 
tho excessive taxes, the disturbed condition of 
business, and the consequent dep.*ecia:ion of prop- 
erty. He knows one Soulh Carolinian who-., loss 
from secessiou will be two hundred thousand dol- 
lars, and many others are suffirers In similar 
ratio. They helped to vote the State out, but being 
feelingly convinced of their error, would gl idly 
help to vote it luck again, if any fair opportunity 
were given them.
